TIIK SPBLNiiKIK.LD APPABATION, 
My attention has been two or thre- times 
called to a paragraph now going the rounds 
of the newspapers concerning a singular 
apparation of himself in a looking glass, 
which Mr. Lincoln is stated to have seen 
on the day he w as first nominated at Chi- 
cago.

The gas had just been lighted, and he had 
been telling us how he had that afternoon 
received the news of the nomination of 
Andrew Johnson for the Vice President be- 
fore be heart! of his own. 

It seemed that the dispatch announcing 
his renomiuation had been sent to hisollice 
1 from the War I>epartment while he was at 
lunch. Directly afterward, without going 
back to the oilici.il chamber, he proceeded 
to the War Department. While there the 
telegram came announcing the nomination 
of Johnson. "What,"' said he to the ojht.;- 
tor, "do they nominate a Vice President lie- 
fore they do a President?'' "Why," re- 
plied the astonished olliciiil, "have you not 
heard of your own nomination? ll WWM 
sent to the White House two hours ago." 
"It is all right," replied the President, "I 
■-hall pr ibably find it on my return." 

Laughing pleasantly over this incident, 
he said, soon afterward : "A very singular 
occurrence took plan the day I was uotni- 
nutcii at Chicago, four years ago, which 1 
am reminded of to-night. In the afternoon 
of the day, returning home from down 
town, I went up stairs to Mrs. Lincoln's sit- 
tfchfj room. Feeling somewhat tired 1 laid 
itmm upon :i couch iu the rt>om rlirectly op- 
i>ositea bureau upon which was a looking 
glass.

Section L lie it ordainal tm the Hencrnl 
Council 0/ the City of Louisi illc, That all 
tax bills for taxes assessed and levied by 
the Genera! Council of the city of Iiouis- 
ville, for the year lso3, or which may be 
hereafter assessed for other years, shall be 
duo and payable on tb« 1st day of June of 
each year for which the same may be as- 
sessed and levied, and shall be listed in 
proper time by the Assessor with the Re- 
ceiver of City Taxes for collection (except as 
to such tax bills as are or may be otherwise 
ordered: which taxes shall be collectable by 
and paid to said Receiver, at his office in 
the city of Louisville; but said Receiver 
may, if he thinks proper, visit the tax-payer 
in person at any place in the city, for the 
purpose of collecting the taxes owing by 
such tax-payer. 

Bad Upon BUch tax bills, or parts, or 
balance of tax bills as shall not be paid 
till on or between the 10th day of August 
iiud the 10th day of November, two tier 
cent, upon the aniouut till then unpaid 
shall be charged; upon stfPh as shall not 
be paid till on or between the lot li dtty of 
.November aud the 10th day of Heceinbei, 
live per cent, upon the amount till tlien un- 
paid shall be charged; and ujmmi such as 
shall not be paid till on or between the 10th 
day of December Bad the loth day of Janu- 
ary, ten per cent, upon the aniouut till then 
unpaid slit* 11 be charged.

States don't know what loyalty is, but 7, 
Samuel R. Wilson, pastor ot the" First Pres- 
byterian Church in the city of Louisville, 
understand all about it. "/ am loyal to 
my country.*' 

Dr. Wilson, having thus proclaimed his 
own loyalty, one feels curious to know 
what the term means as practically defined 
by himself. This point is clearly set forth 
in another part of the Doctor's speech. 

It appears that one J. H. Thornwell, a 
Presbyterian Doctor of Divinity, residing 
in Sooth Carolina, some time in 18ti2, felt 
himself called upon to write a tract in or- 
der the more thoroughly to stir up the 
devil of secession enmity in the Southern 
heart. Thin tract was issued from Peters- 
burg, Va., and is a most precious specimen 
of Presbyterian se<ession piety. D is en- 
titled "Our Design and Our Duty," and 
purports to be published by the "Evangeli- 
cal Tract Society as No. WkV* The rebel 
>>rtkodojy of this tract is, therefore, beyond 
question. It appears that one Dr. Lord 
read some extracts therefrom before the 
Assembly, showing very plainly the dev- 
ilish animus which actuated its author. 
This brought up our super-/<v/a/ friend Dr. 
Wilson, who made a formal defense both 
of the tract and its author; and, in order 
that our readers may understand precisely 
what it is which Dr. Wilson undertakes to 
defend, we quote the whole of the extracts 
which his speech contains. Here is the 
precious document: 

Public spirit will not have reached the 
higbt which the exigency demands until we 
have relinquished all fastidious notions of 
military etiquette, and have come to the 
point of expelling the enemy by any and 
every means that God has put in our power. 
We are not fighting for military glory; we 
are fighting for a home and for a national 
existence. We are not aiming to display 
our skill in tactics and generalship: we are 
aiming to show ourselves a free people, 
worthy to possess and abl" to defend the in- 
stitutions of our fathers. What signifies it 
to us how the foe is vanquished, provided 
it is done? Because we have not weapons 
of the most approved workmanship, are we 
to sit still and see oar soil overrun, and 
our VfftSMl and children driven from their 
homes, while we have in our hands other 
weapons that can equally do the work of 
death ? Are we to perish if we cannot con- 
quer by the technical rules of scientific 
I ? Are we to sacrifice our country 
punctilio? The thought is mon- 
!• must be prepared to extern po- 
rixe expedients. "We must cease to be chary 
either about our weapons or the means of 



by which we can honorably do it 
must be resorted to. This is the kind of 
spirit which we want to see aroused among 
our people. If w e cannot meet the enemy 
in the plain, we must betake ourselves to 
the swamps and the mountains, from 
whence we can pounce upou him at an un- 
expected moment. We most imitate the 
prowess of such patriots as Marion, Sumter 
and Davie. 

And this is the feast of loyalty to w hich 
Dr. S. R. Wilson invites the Christians of 
Ixmisville. This is the way in which a 
theological professor trained the pious 
youth of the South. These are the religi- 
ous sentiments by which the Southern heart 
w as tired to the intense point of hate and 
cruelty wbicl. has cha racier ised this slave- 
holder's rebellion. This is the attractive 
exhibition of the "ministry of reconcilia- 
tion" by which Dr. Wilson and his con- 
freres would m in men to morality of con- 
duct and holiness of life. 

With all due deferem-e to the pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church we beg leave 
leave to suggest that we think "there is yet 
a more exi rellent way." It is possible, bare- 
ly possible, that Dr. Thornwell, and his 
friend Dr. S. R. Wilson, might draw very 
an d very honorable conclusions 
teachings of this "truly 
evangelical tract." J>et us see what these 
teachings are: The rebels are invited "to 
come to the point of erjicllmy the enemy by 
I'n'jnmi .eery nimp that God MM put in 
their ",,// mm • "They (we) must be pre- 
pared to extemporise expedients and must 
cease to be chary eitht r about our weapons 
or the means of usini; them.'' "Anything 
that will do the work of death is an effec- 
tive instrument in a brave man s hand." 

These rel>el preachers being very piously 
and humanely inclined, miyht interpret this 
language so as to use for themselves noth- 
ing but "guus and piltes and axes and 
tomahawks," in doing th e work of treason: 
but how about the common folks residing 
in the Confederacy, who were never blessed 
with a religious training, and were not 
troubled with pious scruples, would they, 
or did they, interpret the teachings of this 
tract and other similar publications in the 
mild and christian and honorable manner 
suggested by Dr. Wilson? Let the mutila- 
ted heroes who have escaped the scarcely 
less than infernal horrors of Libby, and 
Salisbury, and Andersonville, answer this 
question. The plain teachings of the tract 
are broad enough and comprehensive 
enough to include every species of cruelty 
and destruction whic h the treason of rebels 
or the ingenuity of /too/* oould suggest

215" in th*l manner. The villain Kennedy 
had a peucbx "t lor arson, so he undertook 
to burn the crt v of New York. Booth and 
Pavne and At/A «ratt thought "that God had 
put" the assassiL ationof the President and 
Cabinet "into thei r power" as a "means of 
destroying the foe and defending the insti- 
tutions of their fath> and so to-day the 
nations of the earth stand aghast at the 
most terrible tragedy r. 'corded in history. 

And in respect to thi. 1 terrible record of 
crime Dr. Wilson has not one word ot hon- 
est, manly, straight forwar 1 condemnation 
to utter. He thinks that 4 'Dr. Thornwell 
may have been mistaken ai'd muled in 
some things," and that is all. 

Well, the Rev. S. R. Wilson, JJ. D., pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church j'.u Louis- 
ville, may be a very loyal man, according 
to the notions of loyalty prevailing in his 
and congregation;" but if the 
of the American people had no 
higher or more ennobling standard of loy- 
alty than theoneset up by him, there would 
to-day be no "American Nationality," 
but only a mere conglomerate of confed- 
erate anarchy struggling in the death-throe* 
of the National life.

THE AFFLICTION OF MARTIAL 
LAW . 

In this State the necessity for the removal 
of martial law is very great. — [ Democrat. 

Appropos of which note the following 
facts, showing the application and oppres- 
sive character of "martial law in this State:" 

< >n the 25th of April last, Wm. Scott, a 
colored man, who, to earn his living, had 
hired himself as a servant at the Louisville 
Hotel, was arrested at the instance of a Mr. 
Yano, of this • city, and taken before his 
honor, Judge Johnston, for trial. On hear- 
ing, no proof of any crime was offered, but 
the Judge gravely decided to commit 
William Scott to the Work House until his 
master or some person for him, should give 
bail that he should not be suffered to yo at 
lart/e as a freeman. The late master of 
■eoll was Charles Churchill, deceased, and 
is said to have been a rebel, aud a brother- 
in-law of Dr. Luke Blackburn, of yellow 
fever fame. The colored man refered to, 
who was guilty only of the crime of indus- 
try, was discharged from the Work House 
day before yesterday, by order of Major 
General Palmer. 

The man had lain in prison for nearly two 
months, and for anything in his power or 
in bis sentence, might have staid there for- 
ever. 

It is true uerhaps that this sentence was 
in accordance with the savage and execrable 
slave code of Kentucky, as literally inter- 
preted. That code contains the following 
gentle clause : 

If the owner or hiier of a slave shall 
license him to go at large, and trade as a 
fre.-man, or shall permit him to go Btiarge, 
and hire himself out for his own benefit, or 
that of others, he shall be fined forty dol- 
lars for each offense. ~*ZI^Esisi^. 

Any person may, and officers shall, Willi 
or without warrant, arrest any slave as to 
whom there is a violation of the preceding 
section, and upon proof of the fact, by 
order of a Justice of the Pjeace, the slave 
shall be committed to jail, unles> Ins mas- 
ter, or some person for him, enter into re- 
cognisance with good surety, for lie forth- 
coming of the slave at the next term ot the 
Circuit Court, to abide the order of said 
Court If the owner be found guilty, upou 
indictment, of having violated any of ihe 
provisions of said section, and fail forth- 
with to pay the fine and costs, the slave 
shall be sold therefor, in tiie same manner 
as slaves sre sold under execution. 

The aim of this was to prevent the possi- 
ble increase of free colored people in the 
State through self-purchase by funds ac- 
cruing from their own industry. But it 
will be observed that in the good old days 
of the domination of the lash, the hardship 
of prolonged imprisonment under such a 
sentence wss not likely to occur. And in-

McDowell, of thv oth Iowa infantry; Brig. 
Oen. John M. Corse, (now Brevet Major 
General;) Brig. Gen. Charles C. Walcutt, 
now Brevet Major General;) and is now 
commanded by Brig. Gen. Bobert F. Cat- 
terson. This brigade has been serving in 
the field continually since its organisation; 
was engaged at Hhiioh, Corinth, Vicksburg, 
Jackson, and Chattanooga, and has since 
participated actively in Sherman's famous 
campaigns of Georgia and the Carolinas. 
The present organization of the brigade is 
as follows: Brig.

ONK lllNDltEH AND THIRD ILLINOIS IN- 
FANTRY. 

The one hundred and third regiment Il- 
linois volunteers, Lt. Col. <;. W. Wright 
commanding, was raised entirely in Fulton 
• ounty, Illinois, and was mustered into the 
l uited states service at Peoria, Illinois, 
October 2, lS'iii. Ou the 3oth of the same 
mouth were ordered South, and arrived at 
Lagrange, Tenn., with the tirst of the troops 
then concentrating there under the imme- 
diate command of General Grant. They 
participated in the winter campaign in Mis- 
sissippi, and in January, bSo-5, were sent to 
Jackson, Term., toi'ssist in driving I-'orresl 
from that section. During the spring thev 
were distributed as bridge guards on the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad between 
Grand Junction and Coripth. June first, 
were ordered to Vicksburg. where our di- 
visiou was assigned to the lifteenth armv 
e rp». undt r General Sherman. After the 
fall of Vicksburg and the evacuation of 
Jackson, Miss., the regiment spent two 
months of sickness and death in camp near 
black river, and hailed with joy an order 
for our corps to report to General Grant at 
Chattanooga. A campaign of 401) miles on 
boats and sun miles of marehing during 
whieh time it lost nearly half its effective 
force at Mission Bidge, and assisted in re- 
lieving K uoxville, and ended with going 
into winter quarters at Scottsboro, Alalia- 
m *. There it built comfortable cabins to 
hold the baggage, while they in light mar h 
ing order were almost continually out on 
expeditions of from live to twenty-live 
di jtf duration. May 1st, ls<>l, they burn- 
ed their winter quarters and bade a tender 
(and it proved a final, adieu to extra bag* 
gage, and with l."> officers and :51!» muskets 
entered on the Atlanta campaigu. Fratn 
Besacca to Lovejoy, the regiment was hon- 
ored with a plae'e in every ftght in whinfa 
tii- division was engaged", loosing in killed 
and wounded ten offlosn, including the 
Colonel killed, Lieutenant Colonel May 
and senior Captain wounded, out of the 15 
who entered the campaign, and 2<»:i of the 
:U9 enlisted men. It followed Hood's army 
on their raid on our communications, and 
skirmished with his rear guard at Golden, 
Alabama, where the pursuit ended. They 
returned to Atlanta, from where they had 
the advance of the lifteenth corps. < >n the 
tirst day's march of the Savannah cam- 
paign, with their brigade aj Griswold- 
ville. Ga., assisted in thotoaghly whipping 
the Georgia militia relieved Gen. Bragu > 
1'p>\ ost tiuards «t Savannah, which duly 
it periormed until the opening of the cam' 
pain northward, through the Carolinas. 
Did provost duty over the ruins of Colum- 
bia, South Carolina, two days, and assisted 
in the battle of 15 nlouville," North Caroli- 
na. Its fighting closed at Rainfall N. C, 
whence they marched through to Washing- 
ton, tilled a small place in the reviewing 
column: and now having a special order 
lroiu the War Department for their muster 
out, propose to be at home by the 4th of 
July, UK, The regiment never mustered 
over live hundred men; casualties in battle 
number three hundred and thirty-four.

It has been connected with the army of 
the Tennessee since its organization, and 
has served under GeneralsG ran', Sherman. 

Blair, Logan, OattV* 
haus, and others, at Shiloh Tennessee, Cor- 
inth, Vicksburg and Jackson Mississippi, 
Chattanooga Tennessee, New Hope Church, 
Black Jack Knob, Kenesaw Mountain, 
Atlanta, Kz-a<'hapel, Jonesboro, Lovejoy 
Station, Griswoldville and Savannah, 
Georgia. Partook actively in the cam- 
paigns through Georgia and the Carolinas, 
aud was actively engaged before Columbia, 
South Carolina, and Bentouville, North 
( arolina.

FOritTIt IOWA INFANTKV. 

The fourth Iowa infantry was organize;', 
'luring the month of Jin v, lMtil, at Council 
Blntfs, Iowa, aud left for the seat of war, 
then in Missouri, early in August. It ar- 
rived at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., August 
luth, and proceeded to Kolla, in the same 
State, about the 1st of September, where it 
remained in camp until tlie 2.3.1 of Januar y, 
)m>2, when it tonk up the line of march with 
General Curtis' "Army of the Southwest." 
It was the tirst regiment to enter Spring- 
tield, Mo., upon the heels of the lleeinu 
reb Is, and was engaged in the battles of 
Sugar Creek and Pea Hidge, in which en- 
gagemeuts it lost nearly two hundred killed 
and wounded. It was with General Curtis 
through his entire campaigu to Helena, 
A i k., traveling in w inter's storms and sum- 
mer's heat nearly 1,000 iniles. After r i l- 
ing a while at Helena, Ark., it was trans- 
ferred to General Sherm >n's army, then 
rganizing for the Vicksburg campaign. It 



The Navy Department has received from 
Commodore Fitz Hugh his report concern- 
ing the surrender of tbe reb«l naval forces 
on lied river. 

Commodore Fitz Hugh, in his dispatch, 
which is dated aboard the Ouachita, off Al- 
exandria, Louisiana, June :$, says he start- 
ed up Bed river on tbe 2-Sth of May, with 
the steamers Benton, Ouachita, Fort Hiud- 
mand, and the tug Fern, in company with 
(ien. Herron, ami his steamer Iday May, in 
advance of the troops. 

He encountered no resistance whatever, 
all whom he met seemed well disposed. On 
the morning of June .'3d, the srpuadronmet 
Comman'ler Hart, commanding the rebel 
naval forces of the trans-Mississippi squad- 
ron, and received from him the iron clad 
Missouri. Lieut. Commander Carter in- 
formed Commander Fitz Hugh that the Mis- 
souri is the only nnval vessel on Bed river 
or its tributaries. 

The Champion, one of the pump boats, 
captured iu the late expedition, was turntd 
over to the army. The Missouri has been 
brought below the falls and is to be refitted 
at the mouth of the river. The Missouri is 
reported to be a formidable vessel and is 
heavily armed aud plated with railroad 
i> on. 

She resembles the rebel ram Tennessee. 
Her battery consists of onell-inch gun, one 
'.'-inch guu and two heavy .12 pounders.
